JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates extend to the 20th Nov. by this mail, and to the 23rd 
Nov. via San Francisco. 

The race week—a week of gaiety and festivity! JHorseflesh 
and betting has been man’s sole thought during the week, cham. 
pagne and gloves that of the ladies. Queen’s weather ruled the 
first two days of the meeting, and all passed off well. A succes. 
sion of earthquakes have been experienced here during the last 
week, some of considerable violence. Sir Harry Parkes, accom- 
panied by Lady Parkes, goes to pay a visit to Hiogo and thesouthern 
ports, per Aden. H.M.S. Ringdows has arrived from Honolulu. The 
native races v. foreign stables come off this month. The Mikado 
gives a cup, and none but Japanese officers are to ride on the native 
side. A large native silk merchant has committed suicide, 
shroneh inability to pay his way, having given large quantities 
of silk as security for loans and being unable to redeem them. 
The effects of the European war are severely felt in Yokohama, 
and the progroeink spirit of the Government has been much 
checked by the stoppage of foreign business. The railway works 
will not for some time be extended beyond the short line between 
Yokohama and Yedo. Yokohama, as far as the native town is 
concerned, is increasing very fast, and Yedo declining. The 
new Italian Minister has arrived and been presented to 
the Mikado. The Belgian Minister for China will remain 
here through the winter. Kuge Twabow, now head of 
Dainongon, the second Department of the Mikado’s Council, 
is to be appointed chief of the navy. Education is to re- 
ceive particular attention; the Kaisago in Yedo will be recon- 
structed, and the number of pupils and foreign teachers increased 
The Government have resolved not to repair the old Yedo Yashi- 
kis ; they are also gradually taking over the country, and the 
Daimios retiring. 

We learn that by the present Amcrican mail a Japanese official 
named Sabejima, has arrived in order to make an inspection as to 
the progress of the Japanese students in this country.

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NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
(VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 
Nov. 16, 1870. 
My last, on the 24th ult., was sent via Marseilles ; since then 
eneral news has been exceedingly scarce. The enclosures sent 
Rerewith will give you the chief items which have taken place. 
Our two newspapers here have been chiefly employed in ventilating 
grievances, and one of them has taken up a sneering style in 
hopes of improving things. An attempt has been made to dis- 
ose of lot 30, Oura, with the buildings thereon, and lot 2, 
egasaki, which is vacant, but has the advantage of being next 
to the chief Custom-house Jetty ; not a single bona file bid was 
made for either; property at this port is in such a depressed 
condition, owing to trade being exceedingly dull, that it lets for 
nothing, or next to it, and what is worse, we see no prospect of an 
improvement ; and it seems to me that very few persons will be left 
here at the end of this year.

Tan Fortowina Extracts ARE FROM THE Nagasaki NewsPAPERS. 

Nagasaki Express, Oct. 29, 1870.—A_ new feature in the 
trade of this port, which calls for some notice, is the large quan- 
tity of teas shipped this season by the natives for the Yokohama 
market. Not less than 20,000 piculs have already left,and every 
steamer takes its proportion. The leaf is principally of low me- 
dium class Chickugo, which, after undergoing certain manipula- 
tions so as to cause it to resemble in appearance the teas from the 
northern districts, is then mixed with the latter and passed off as 
the genuine article. Though inferior in many respects, this mix- 
ture has in many cases been sold at the prices of true Oogie. 
Several of our native friends have made a fine thing by these 
shipments ; it still remains to be seen whether this mixture will 
give equal satisfaction to the buyers for the home markets. 

We notice with pleasure that the municipal authorities have 

laced additional lamps in the back streets of this settlement, and 
heve also erected two on each jetty. The latter is an improve- 
ment which has long been peared here, as the jetties were ex- 
tremely dangerous on dark stormy nights; more than one case of 
drowning has occurred at this port; and from circumstances 
which have transpired there is every reason to suppose that the 
unfortunate men met their deaths by missing their footing in the 
dark. Some of the lamps have been lighted with kerosine, which, 
being found cheapest, will, we hear, be used for the whole of them 
every shortly ; certainly those which have undergone the process 
of conversion completely show us that the old ones are, without 
doubt, the “light of other days,” and sadly require placing on 
the retired list. 

One of the warrant officers of H.M.S. Ocean died yesterday 
from hydrophobia, the effects of a bite from a dog received about 
six weeks ago. The usual symptoms of this awful malady only 
showed themselves for the first time a few days ago. This sad 
death has cast quite a gloom over all on board, the deceased hav- 
ing been very much respected by every one. 

ov. 5, 1870.—On Saturday last an accident occurred by which 
several persons nearly lost their lives. The facts are as follows: 
—Four of the midshipmen of H.B.M.S. Occan were cruising about 
this harbour in the yacht Pangoflin, belonging to one of the re- 
sidents, when it was suddenly taken aback, filled, and sunk in 
deep water in a few minutes. This took place off Papenburg, 
nearly a@ mile from the shore, but was fortunately observed by 
some natives, cattle dealers from Urakami, who called the atten- 
tion of some fishermen to the accident. ‘hese put off to the 
rescue, but not until they were promised a reward by the dealers, 
which was afterwards repaid by the officers. We regret to have 
to record such a had feature as that exhibited by the fishermen, 
and we believe this is the first case of the kind that has ever oe- 
curred. We trust the officials will make inquiries into the par- 
ticulars. It isthe intention of several p2rsons to raise a sub- 
scription for the Urakami men. 

ov. 12, 1870.—We often wonder what are the real functions 
of the Custom-house at this port, and whether the superior au- 
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thorities know that some of the lower class of officials are engaged 
in levying any number of pettifogging squeezes. From what has 
recently transpired we doubt whether a more contemptible or 
beggarly lot of beings could be found anywhere ; miserable to the 
core, they pay unlimited attention to unimportant matters 
which are not likely to produce any revenue to the (fovern- 
ment, even if it is their intention to hand over all they 
collect, while matters of moment are entirely left to the chapter 
of accidents, It is all very well to bear in mind a well known 
proverb about taking care of the pence, &c. ; but it is just possible 
that a penny’s worth of wisdom may be purchased at the cost of 
& poun The latest dodge of these cormorants has been to regulate 
what price the washermen shall charge ; but, unfortunately for 
the latter, they will not reap any benefit by the advance as they 
have to pay monthly black mail to the officials, so that the work- 
man is no better off at the end of the month than he was previous 
to the rise taking place. Later on we may expect to hear that 
the washing business has been made an official monopoly, and 
that a Washerman’s Company has been established, having for its 
manager some one bearing the title of Soapsuds-no-kami, and it is 
reasonable to suppose that the association will not consider it 
infra dig to exhibit a signboard with the inscription— Washing 
and Mangling done here. 

We understand that Dr. George Newton, who arrived by the 
steamer .Vew York, from Yokohama, has been deputed by the 
Mikado’s Government to establish an institution for the treatment 
of contagious diseascs amongst the Japanese, on the same prin- 
ciple which he has so successfully organised at Yokohama; and 
to take other means for carrying out a system of compulsory 
treatment and control over the infected. We believe Dr. Newton, 
after completing his arrangements for Nagasaki, will proceed to 
gome other of the larger cities. 

H.B.M. Consular Court, Nagasaki, before A.A. Annesley, Esq. 
H.B.M. acting Consul, and Messrs. Ryley and Colthrup, assessors, 
Nov. 7, 1870. Mitchell v. Taylor, Claim $700. The plaintiff and de- 
fendant were formerly in partnership together, and carried on the 
business of shipwrights, &c, at this port, under the firm of Mit- 
chell, Taylor, and Co. ; but this agreement was terminated by a dis- 
pute which took place, and the present claim is for alleged errors in 
the books of the firm, by which the defendant’s share of the profits 
is made to appear more than it should be. The books were sub- 
whitted to the Court for inspection, but they were in such a state of 
éonfusion that they supplied no explanation. The case has been 
adjourned sine die pending certain investigations.

TIENTSIN.

The Imperial Arsenal has been formally 
re-opened for work in the presence of Li and all the local man- 
darins. The former hada first experience of railways ina tri 
on the tramways round tho establishment, nearly three miles in 
circumference.

CHEFOO. 
(PROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Chung How, the Chinese envoy, who is about to proceed to 
Europe, for the purpose of explaining to the French Goverument 
why nothing was done to prevent the Tientsin Massacre, has at 
last taken his departure. On lewving Tientsin in the steamer 
Nanzing he was escorted to the landing-place by a body of about 
4,000 troops, who lined the Bund of the foreign settlement as 
the steamer moved away, and after presenting arms prostrated 
themselves on the ground, and performed the ceremony of Ko-tow. 
On passing the Taku Forts the Imperial envoy was greeted with 
an imposing salute, and a great display of banners; but Neptune 
and Boreas combined were less respectful when he invaded their 
domain, and treated the Chinese grandee to a display of their 
terrors such as is seldom encountered in the Gulf of Pechili, The 
Nanzing was three days at sea between Taku and Chefoo (a voy- 
age usually of twenty-four hours), and was in great danger on 
the night of November 4th, but escaped with loss of bulwarks, &e. 
She left Tientsin flying an enormous silken banner at the fore, 
the colour being red, with a white stork emblazoned in the centre. 
This device appears to have been adopted with reference to the 
superstitious of the Chinese in respect to the supposed auspicious 
signification of the stork, the bird of longevity. 

{t is understood that M. de Rochechouart intends shortly pro- 
ceeding to Shanghuvi, where he will spend a few days in relaxation 
before the approach of winter. He has,I learn from good au- 
thority, issued a circular to the French authorities in China, in 
which he announces the departure of Chung How, and in a mea- 
sure cxculpates himself with regard to sundry statements which 
have been current respecting his negotiations with the Chinese 
Government. Ile repudiates the assertion that he has presented 
repeated ultimata, and positively denies that he had shown atten- 
tions of a too friendly nature to Chung How after the occurrence 
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of the massacre. He adds that the measures of reparation offered 
by the Chinese Government have neither been repelled nor defi- 
nitively accepted by himself. 


SHANGHAI. 

Dates are to the 22nd Nov. The French mail steamer of the 
30th Sept. arrived on the 19th Nov. Telegrams reached to the 
25th Oct., va Kiachta to the 18th Nov. 

The following summary is from the Vorth China Herald :— 

The Evl King was delayed two days on account of the lowness 
of water on the bar, but get over on the 17th. She also touched 

ound on her way down the river, on the north bank, but 
floated off with the next tide. The Diomed steamed down the 
river and passed out on the samo afternoon. They will not, how- 
ever, repeat their race home, as the Diomed will stop several days 
at Hong Kong for troops, while the Erl King goes straight on. 

A very heavy northerly gale occurred on the 17th, in the course 
of which the steamer Appin went on shore on the Beacon Rpit, 
and the hulk Anwie Porter, which was in attendance on the Lis- 
more, went down at her anchors, and now lies hull under water. 
The Annie Porter was one of the vessels employed to receive the 
chains passed under the Lismore, and buoy her up when prepara- 
tions were sufficiently advanced to attempt to raise her; but we 
fear the present untoward accident will make that task nearly 
hopeless. The Lismore herself seems to have torn away from 
the wreck of the junk on which she was impaled, and to have 
sunk alongside of it ; for at first her deck was only awash at low 
water, and now it is so low that the Annie Porter, lying diagonally 
across her bow, is also sunk. The Appin was got off twenty-four 
hours afterwards without damage. The British ship Chusan, 
which has been ashore for some days on the North Bank, has been 
also got safely off, after discharging nearly all her cargo. 

A compradore in a foreign hong lately gave his employer the 
following explanation of the non-removal of the various wrecks 
that have accumulated near Woosung. It is not want of energy 
on the part of the mandarins, but a device of the Devil to thwart 
them. In the olden days the officials used to look after the chan- 
nel; but a devil entered into it and shifted the wrecks so that 
they could not find them to remove. They went down, took an 
observation ; and returned another day with some powder to blow 
up the obstacle, But the Devil, in the meantime, had moved it, 
and nowhere could it be found. Disheartened, apparently, they 
have lately ceased from their efforts. It was suggested that they 
should now make another trial whether the Devil had not de- 

arted, or should delegate the duty to foreigners, who felt confi- 
fant that they at least would be able to find the elements of the 
embryo island into which the junk, the Lismore, and the Annie 
Porter have become entangled, and which the Hellespont and the 
Ocean Mail promise soou to emulate. 
=A few months ago we reported the establishment of a school for 
Furasian children in Shanghai, under the care of Mrs. Bonney. 
A habitation was found for the new institution in Hongkew, and 
we ate glad to learn that about a dozen pupils have been sent 
and are comfortably settled there. Still, hess do not suffice to 
support the school, at the low rates charged, and we take the 
opportunity of again referring to it, in the conviction that it 
would be more largely patronised if the facts of its existence and 
intended permanence were realised. It has been started by tho 
aid of funds Heerall contributed for the purpose, but these have 
been sadly drained by the first few months’ unremunerative out- 
lay. It hardly promises yet to become at once self-supporting ; 
but we feel sure that it will become more and more so, as it is 
more widely known. 

The Shanghai Volunteer Corps held a rifle meeting on Friday 
and Saturday. The shooting was not very good, but a majority 
of the men were priffins, and it was satisfactory to find so many 
showing an interest in their work. The Adjutant-General’s prize 
was won by Licutenant Mackenzie, and the ladies’ prize by Capt.

The Shanghai Yacht Club commenced their regatta, when the 
house-boat race was won by the W%nifred, the yacht race by the 
Phantom, and a race for lorcha-rigged house-boats by the Osprey. 

The Peking Gazetle contains a memorial from Wen Scang, well 
known as one of the ablest and most friendly members of the Fo- 
reign Board, stating that his infirmities are daily increasing, and 
that the strength necessary to perform his many onerous duties is 
on the wane. “He therefore begs that he may be relieved from his 
more heavy responsibilities, and that another official, more likely to 
bear them satisfactorily, may be appointed. Last year he was 
obliged by ill-health to ask contiinatly for leave of absence, and 
even now, although much better, he suffers from frequent relapses. 
He is picpares to continue to conduct the affairs of the Foreign- 
office, ae these are all that he can undertake. The request is 

ted.” 

From Chefoo we learn that the Salamis arrived there from 
Newchwang on the 11th, and left again on the 12th for Japan. 
She brought back with her the body of marines whom she carried 
up to be stationed at Newchwang during the winter, a despatch 
from Mr. Wade having arrive after she had landed the men, 
ordering them to be withdrawn. As the men were sent up by 
the Admiral on Mr. Wade's requisition this new move appears 
almost incomprehensible, but it may be presumed that, on ask- 
ing Prince Kung’s leave to protect the British settlement, the 
Chargé d’Affaires was met by a protest against such an invasion 6 
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the rights and prerogatives of the Chinese Empire. This would 
as a matter of course entail the immediate reversal of the new 
line of policy lately adopted. The gun-vessel EVé has likewise 
been countermanded from Tientsin, whither she was sent to re- 
main over the winter in company with the dvon. Thus the 
eatest care is being taken to avoid hurting Chinese suscepti- 
ility. On the other hand, report says that Princo Kung has de- 
clined to give Mr. W. H. Seward an audience. This may help the 
American people to arrive at a more just appreciation of fthe 
value of Chinese professions of friendship. Mr. Seward and his 
party were to leave Peking on the 11th for the Great Wall. ; 

The following items are from the Express :— 

A Japanese envoy and his suite returned from Tieutsin, per 
steamer Manchu, on the 18th. He has, we hear, been in negotia- 
tion with Tseng-kwo-Fan, for an alliance between China and 
Japan, for the prosecution of a campaign against Corea, but, we 
understand, he has been unable to induce the great Chinese 
general to join in the little scheme. : 

It was some time since reported that on her last voyage up from 
the South the steamer Sin Vanzing picked up a disabled junk off 
Foochow, and towed it safely into that port. We learn that this 
was one of a flect of six vessels conveying the tribute annually 
paid by Loochoo to China. She had silver to the amount of eighty 
thousand dollars on board,and paid the Sin Nanzing the hand- 
some towage of five thousand dollars for the assistance rendered. 

We hear that the engines of the recently launched Chinese 
gunboat (No. 4) were tried at Kau-chang-meaou yesterday (16th), 
and were found in every respect approaching towards perfection. 
The start was admirable, and the officials present expressed them- 
selves highly pteased. And well they may, for in every instance 
the machinery constructed for them has turned out most satisfac- 
torily. Now that the Chinese have resolved on going in for iton- 
clads, they have sent home for an expert who thoroughly under- 
stands the building of such vessels, the lines of which will be laid 
down by Mr. A. G. Lambert, the marine constructor to the Impe- 
rial Government. 

The U.8. war steamer Monocacy is undergoing extensive re- 
pairs, involving an outlay of some $2,000 or $3,000, which will 
require her to stay here for some months. Her crew are to be 
placed on board some vessel that is to be chartered for the purpose. 

The Nanking officials have at last succeeded in accounting for 
the assassination of the Viceroy Ma. The murderer himself has 

ersistently refused to confess, despite the horrible torture. He 
hes been made to kneel on hot chains, squeezed between boards 
till he was nearly shapeless, and otherwise racked so far as it was 
ssible without killing him outright. So his judges fell back on 
is family, and subjected his mother-in-law to similar inflictions ; 
she gave in, and told the following tale. The prisoner belongs to 
a band of pirates in the Chekeang province, and kept a small 
pawnshop to facilitate the disposal of stolen property. While Ma 
was Governor of Chekeang, his comrades killed a mandarin. The 
prisoner gave up their names to Ma, under pfomise that their 
lives should be spared. The latter, however, put them to death 
directly he had them in his power. Thefprisoner, who was alone. 
let off, thought it his duty ¢o revenge them ; and assassinated Ma, 
accordingly. Whether or not this tale is true, or is invented 
under the pressure of necessity to account for the matter in some 
way, we have no means of judging. At any rate, the absence of 
explanation was beginning to be awkward, as Tseng-kwo Fan’s 
assumption of office was delayed, pending the result of the inquiry. 
Now, the matter is, we believe, considered to be settled; the 
murderer will be executed, and Tseng will come to Nanking. 

The North China Herald has the following on the visit of 
Chung How to Shanghai :— 

As might be expected from the view which foreigners take of 
Chung How's conduct in regard to the Tientsin Massacre, his re- 


| ception at Shanghai was very different from that given him by 


his countrymen on the banks of the Peiho. More than once during 
his movements on shore, unequivocal expression has becn given, 
by foreigners, to their feelings regarding him. But it is not in 
such a manner that Chung How should be reprehended. I¢ lies 
with the Western Governments to refuse to receive him as 
ambassador ; and to demand an investigation into his conduct, if 
they think right. It lies especially with the nation most ag- 
grieved to signify its opinion of his behaviour on and before the 
fatal outbreak. 

The Court of Enquiry held at Shanghai on the loss of the Lis- 
more has given the following judgment :— 

The Court, having carefully investigated the evidence adduced, 
is unanimously of opinion that the loss of the British steamer 
Lismore on the morning of the 2nd November, 1870, is attribut- 
able entirely to the sunken junk light vessel having drifted from 
her proper position, and that there is no blame attached to Cap- 
tain Morrison, the officers or crew of the Lismore. The Court 
cannot separate without expressing great regret that so dangerous 
an obstacle to the rh eee of the river should not be more 
carefully marked, and that they consider on this occasion the 
person in charge of the wreck light ship was guilty of culpable 
negligence, 

The wreck of the Lismore was sold by action for Tis. 3,100, the 
bids advancing slowly by Tls. 5 and Tis. 10 from the first of Tis. 5 
up to Tls. 300; after this they became a little brisker, and in the 
course of three-quarters of an hour reached the sum named 
Messrs, Boyd and Co. were the purchasers. 
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Grover, Dow, anv Co. v. bite HSIEN AND jTAE-YUEN-sUNG Tea- 
ongs. 

Claim for Tis. 1,486.86, being balance of account due on 926 
half-chests green tea, shipped per Omda to London in December, 
1869, by plaintiffs on account of defendants; the above being 
amount of loss resulting from the sale. 

Judgment.—The Tnae-yuen-sung hong having lost upwards of 
Tis. 1,400, it is right that they should pay the same. Still, as the 
proprietor at the time the contract was made, Lo-sing-yuen, is al- 
ready dead, and his widow has returned to her place of settlement, 
it is naturally a matter of difficulty to recover the amount. How- 
ever, the Government license taken out for the Tae-yuen-sung 
hong is held by his successor, Lin-ko-cheo, and it would seem that, 
as he is the possessor of such a document, it will be his duty to 
settle all the outstanding accounts of the former holder; and he 
will not be allowed to decline this responsibility. With regard 
to the broker or middleman, Tang-wen-heen, as he acted as broker 
in the beginning, it is incumbent upon him to help to settle the 
affair at the end. It is not to be permitted that Glover, Dow, 
and Co. should be deprived of all source from which to obtain the 
amounts due to them. The defendants are to be imprisoned until 
shay can find good security to guarantee the payment of the debt 
in full. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nov. 22, 1870. 

As any particulars concerning the latest phase of Chinese 
practices in their dealings with Foreign Governments, viz, the des- 
patch of Chung How, the principal authority at Tientsin, in 
whose house, or at whose door, and in whose presence, the French 
Consul and his assistant were cruelly murdered, and whose com- 

licity in the massacre no one here doubts, except the French and 
Fnglish ministers, I send you some items of intelligence which 
may be new to your readers. On the arrival of Chung How at 
this place a universal feeling of horror was felt at such a cut- 
throat being amongst us. It must have gone hard with the French 
and English Consuls here to be obliged to show the usual courte- 
sies to such a man. This feeling found vent to some ex- 
tent on his first arrival; he was mobbed in the street or 
French bund, his chair coolies upset and himself compelled 
to alight and get out of his chair. On the second day of 
his; appearance, eerie accompanied by an armed guard of 
as evil a looking set of men as I ever beheld, he was hooted 
and threatened and asked in his own language where all the 
women were that he had murdered. It is a mystery to every one 
here how the French Minister could have consented to such 8 man 
being sent as envoy to his country, a man dyed with the blood of 
Frenchmen and women cruelly tortured and murdered with 
every,indignity that could be practised by savages. The so-called 

unishment of the murderers is reduced to a miserable farce and 
imposition. The real culprits iM free, a few coolies bought up at so 
much per head are executed. The indemnity, instead of being levied 
upon the people of Tientsin, is actually paid out of the Foreign Cus. 
toms, so that foreigners are paying the indemnity for the murders 
committed by the Chinese. Chung How on his arrival here handed 
over to the French Consul orders on the Customs for Tis. 150,000, 
and I presume that the other 100,000 was paid at Tientsin. This 
fact ought to be brought to the notice of the Government and 
people of England, as such a transaction is an outrage upon 
foreign Governments and people. The inhabitants of Tientsin, 
and the mandarins who led on the murderers, ought to be made 
to suffer, and until they are punished adequately no foreigner’s 
life is safe in China. 

Although four months have elapsed since the maasacre at Tient- 
sin, there is a feeling of uneasiness and uncertainty amongst 
foreigners, as no one can tell what may be the next atrocity com- 
mitted by the Chinese, A similar feeling exists amongst the 
Chinese, as both parties have an inner consciousness that 
things cannot remain as they are, and that the denouement 
has not yet arrived. A great mistake has been made in not 
exacting on the spot satisfaction for the outrage, when the force 
of French and English men-of-war could have avenged the wrong 
done us, as sufficient means were at hand to blow the place about 
their ears. I can way A fancy that any French Government will 
receive as an Ambassador this blood-stained man. Many people 
here are of opinion that M. Rochechouart has sent him home to get 
him into the power of the French, that they may deal with 
him as he deserves. 

An illustration of the way in which the Customs revenue paid 
by foreigners to the Chinese is misapplied is now before us here. 

ere are two steamers on shore al one ship, and one steamer a 
wreck outside or at the entrance of this harbour, all caused by 
want of lights and buoys. One of the steamers, the Hn King, 
is on the bar, which might be deepened sufficiently by dredging, 
but while the Chinese Government are allowed to devote the 
money received for the conservation and improvement of the har- 
bours to such rap Sige as the Burlingame Embassy, Chung How’s 
expedition, and the payment of the indemnity for the massacre 
at Tientsin, they cannot and will not do what they are bound 
to do by treaty with us, viz. to improve the entrance to the 
different harbours. This river is rapidly filling up, and will 
soon be unnavigable, unless dredging be resorted to. An- 
other abuse is that the salaries of the Customs officials have 
been reduced to make up for those sums squandered in de- 
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ceiving the European Governments, and in providing for the 
nominees of Burlingame, who have been poured out hats from 
every Court in Europe that he had access to. In the Supplement- 
ary Convention to the Treaty of Tientsin it is stipulated that the 
tonnage dues paid by foreign shipping are to be devoted to the 
conservation and improvement and lighting of the coast and har- 
bours. This duty, like many others, has been systematically 
evaded by the Chinese Government, and our diplomatists, instead 
of compelling the Chinese to observe their engagements to us 
are actually trying to assist them in evading their treaty obliga- 
tions. 

The best thing the English Government could do would be to 
recal their Minister, and send out a man with full powers ooca- 
sionally to negotiate with the Chinese, giving the Admiral on 
the station orders to use force when necessary to avenge 
outrages and compel the observance of treaties. The corre- 
spondence from the Chamber of Commerce ought to enlighten the 
Government as to the state of fooling here, of which they seem 
to be kept in perpetual darkness. The correspondence as to the 
re of protection or assistance from the naval force, in conse- 
quence of orders from home, ought to be brought before Parlia- 
ment, as the present Government of England seem dead to all 
sense of shame when they expose their subjects to be massacred 
with impunity, and order the naval officers not to protect or assist 
them. The idea of taking the whole foreign community of Shan- 
ghai, numbering about two thousand, on board ship is utterly ab- 
surd ; yet the orders issued by the Admiralty bear no other inter. 
pretation, and are so construed by the naval officers here. If the 
massacre of Tientsin was not a case of extreme peril, I should like 
to know what is extreme emergency. Yet, in that instance, 
even after the event, the Minister did nothing, the Admiral did 
nothing. This shows the folly of attempting to rule at sucha 
distance as England is from China. The same policy has been 
tried in India, and signally failed. The Appin, Ert King, and 
Chusan have all been got off the banks near Woosung, where 
they were stranded.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMEROE. 

The half-yearly meeting of the General Chamber of Commerce 
was held at the City Hall on the 23rd November, Hon. P. Ryri 
in the chair. There were present :—Messrs. Zimmern, Arthur, 
Greig, Lemann, Francis, Bord Vickers, Sassoon, Berwick, Helland, 
Buxey, Morgan (W. M.), Belilios, Davis, Sharp (G.), Melchers, 
Karberg, Bade, Vogel, and Crichton. 

The Report congratulates the Chamber on the per etean re- 
sults which had attended the strong remonstrances addre by 
the various commercial communities in China, including thus 
Chamber, to the Home Government on this subject, and which 
were so ably seconded by the deputation of gentlemen who waited 
upon the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. The Committee 
feel that the refusal of the Home Government to ratify the Con- 
vention concluded by Sir R. Alcock with the Chinese Government, 
which was so universally condemned, was, in a great measure, 
due to the energetic manner in which the Committee of London 
Merchants interested in the China trade pressed upon the Foreign 
Secretary the views and arguments set forth in the various me- 
morials sent from China. 

With regard to the Tientsin Massacre the Committee express a 
hope that as soon as affairs in Europe have become somewhat set- 
tled, that the British Government will take the lead in demand- 
ing either a new treaty altogether, or else a thorough revision of 
the old one, and that in doing so it will cast aside all protestations 
of goodffeeling towards foreigners by Chinese officials, viewing 
their real sentiments only by the light of the Tientsin Massacre and 
the numerous other outrages lately committed at their instigation 
or with their connivance upon foreigners and their property, and 
that such guarantees shall be exacted from the Chinese Govern- 
ment as will, for the future, assure safety while pursuing their 
lawful calling in any part of China. 

Mr. Moss returned from his explorations up the West River on 
the 9th of July last, and mperses that after having reached Nan- 
ning-fu he was prevented from proceeding further, and was ac- 
cordingly obliged to return to Canton, and endeavour to prose- 
cute the remainder of the journey by wey of Pak-hoi, if such 
were approved of by the committee. Recent disturbances, how- 
ever, rendered this latter course impossible, and Mr. Moss was 
accordingly asked to draw up a report of his journey to Nan- 
ning-fu, which was laid before the members. 

One satisfactory result of Mr. Moss’s expedition has been, that 
it has placed beyond any reasonable doubt the fact that inland 
dues, both under the name of Customs’ duty and Lekin, are im- 
posed on British and other foreign manufactures, in the district 
watered by the Canton river, much in excess of what was stipu- 
lated in Lord Elgin’s Treaty—Mr. Moss having brought back 
with him the published official tariffs in Chinese, stating the 
amounts of the various exactions. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, referred first 
tothe Tientsin Massacre and Chung How’s mission to England. He 
said Chung How, the principal official at Tientsin, who has been for 
many years past avowing himself a friend of foreigners, sat down 
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calmly in his Yamun with his six hundred armed soldiers within 
call, and did nothing towards preventing the tragedy which was pro- 
ceeding within a few yards of him. He is now in our colony, on his 
way tourope with the ostensible object,as Count Rochechouart puts 
it, of clearing himself and his Goverament, if he can. I do not think 
there is any necessity for this Chamber to follow the example of the 
Shanghai Chamber, and address a special letter to the committee 
of the London merchants, which has been so vehemently protested 
against by Mr. Hanbury, as charging a man with cong in a 
murder of which he has been declared innocent by the French 
authorities after investigating the facts. Gentlemen, I think we 
do not require to go so far as the Shanghai Chamber. The London 
Committee are well able to judge for themselves, and from what I 
know of some of them, I think we may feel pretty certain of the 
conclusion they will come to. It will be sufficient for us to freshen 
their memory as regards the facts, and warn them against putting 
any faith in the statements of this man, who possesses in an emi- 
nent degree that plausibility and suavity of manner which are, 
more or less, the birthright of every Chinese. 

The Chairman next commented in severe terms upon the action 
of Mr. Boura, Commissioner of Customs at Canton, in going to Pak 
Hoi in a Chinese gunboat which was sent by the Viceroy to 
coerce the inhabitants into paying duties, the imposition of which 
had led to disturbances, ‘The Chamber considers Mr. Boura’s 

roceeding as entirely outside his legitimate province, and that it 
is highly undesirable that foreigners should be mixed up in disputes 
of this nature between the native authorities and ple, as 
nothing can tend more to raise the hostility of the trading classes 
inst Europeans. The chairman concluded by recommending 
that Mr. Moss should be presented with the remainder of his 
personal outfit and a sum of $250 out of the expedition fund 
(which was agreed to), and moving the adoption of the report. 
Mr. Crichton nbd ats and Mr. Lemanh seconded :—“ That the 
balance of the Moss expedition money be deposited with a bank at 
interest, till a furthur expedition be organised at a fitting time, 
it not being considered advisable to have any expedition in the 
meantime, either to Cochin China or elsewhere,” and the proposi- 
tion was carried unanimously. 
A short discussion then occurred as to who ought properly to 
poy the fee for the extension of protest in the event of goods 

ng damaged by sea water. It has hitherto been the practice 
for the captain of the vessel to defray this charge, and for a copy 
of the extended protest to be sent home for reference by the un- 
derwriters. Latterly, however, captains have refused to pay the 
charge, and it appears they cannot be Jegally compelled to do so. 
The Chamber of Commerce considered the matter of some im- 
portance, because the underwriters refuse to admit the charge of 
protest fee ; but it seems that the reason of their refusal is sim- 
ply that the extension is not necessary. 

e report was passed unanimously. 





H.M.8. Nassau, Commander Wm. Chimmo, 695 tons, 150-horse 
pores left this port on the 21st November for Manila, and put 
k on the 25th with loss of foremast. At 1.20 a.m. of the 
23rd instant the foremast went with a heavy crash some eight 
feet below the trussle trees, taking with it jibboom and head gear, 
and carrying away the starb bulwarks, fortunately without 
hurting any, of the watch on deck. The Nassau has had the wind 
from the E.N.E. with a varying force from four to seven, with a 
very heavy, hollow, deep sea and swell from the northward and 
eastward, which caused the ship to labour heavily. The Nassau 
arrived here on the morning of the 25th Nov. 

The Diomed, of Holt’s line, took on board about 350 time- 
expired troops, &c., from the garrison at Hong Kong, chiefly of the 
75th Regiment. She may be expected to arrive on the 20th. 

The Hong Kong Gas Company have reduced the price of gas 
50 cents per 1,000 feet, which does not, however, appear to satisfy 
the public. 

The following items are from the Daily Press:—We are in- 
formed upon reliable authority thatSir R. MacDonnell has succeeded 
in inducing] the Colonial-office to abolish the post of Colonial 
Treasurer, on the grounds that it isa sinecure, at the same time 
conferring the duties of Treasurer upon the Hon. Cecil C. Smith, 
in addition to those of Protector of Chinese and Registrar-General, 
and with a further advance in his salary of £200 per annum, 
bringing it up to £1,200. The Hon. Mr. Forth, it is stated, is to be 
pensioned off, and dealt with according to the provisions of the 
new Act for the abolition of offices. We see from this very clearly 
the way people are treated when they do not condescend to 
humouring a governor. The Hon. Mr. Forth has not done s0, but 
has simply and honestly acted according to what was his duty, 
and he is dismissed and thrown aside. 

With regard to the comments that have from time to time been 
made in this paper concerning the small amount received from 
the opium tax, it is interesting to note that it is stated that no 
less than $400,000 are made annually by the opium farmer. 

We hear upon good authority that a proposition has been made, 
or is about to be made, by the Hon. Mr. Ryrie, to the effect thata 
commission, whose proceedings shall be public, and which shall 
consist of a certain number of officials, and a certain number of 
the justices of the peace, be appointed to inquire into the present 
state of the police force. 

A curious illustration of the accuracy with which the Chinese 
are informed of all that foreigners do is aorded by thefact that the 
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next day to that on which Mr. Graham Sandford, who recently 
passed through Hong Kong on his way to the British tion at 
Peking, arrived, it was currently reported among the natives that 
a high official had gone up, though hardly any foreigners were 
aware of the fact. , 

A party of the police, under Captain Deane, went down to re- 
ceive Chung How on his arrival on Saturday. By some misunder- 
standing his Kxcellency had come on shore before the escort 
arrived. We hear that his Excellency the Lieut.-Governor sent 
an intimation that he desired to see Chung How, and that the 
latter accordingly called at the Government offices. It is believed 
that the object of asking him to come was to communicate some 
information sent out by the Home Government. We trust it is 
to the effect that his Excellency Chung How need not trouble 
himself to call at the Foreign-office. 

The Canton correspondent of the China Mail says :—The 
French Consul of this place, Mr. Dabry, deserves great credit for 
the energetic action he took on the receipt of the intelligence of 
the murder of the coolie ship’s captain. The measures he 
adopted for the apprehension of the ringleaders have brought to 
light the existence of a gang who have been in the habit of en- 
listing themselves in tho Macao barracoons, in the capacity of 
carpenter, interpreter, cook, pilot, and so forth, and when at sea 
their fatal programme was put into execution. On visiting the 
Macao barracoons the other day, Mr. Dabry very severely re- 
primanded the coolie brokers for having successively enlisted, 
over and again, the very same individuals either as emigrants or 
in the above-mentioned capacities. About ninety-six of these 
worthies are now imprisoned on board a ship lying in the Macao 
Roads, chartered by the Consul for the purpose; when their guilt 
is clearly proved they will be hung at the yard-arm.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to Dec. 6. On the 24th Nov. the P. and 0. 
steamer Orissa arrived with the London mail of the 21st Oct., 
and on the 30th the M. M. steamer Provence came in with the 
Marseilles mail of the 30th Oct. Telegraphic advices extend to 
the 22nd Nov. 

We learn from the Straits Times that the Legislative Council 
held three meetings, on Nov. 24 and 28 and on Dec. 3, at which 
a vast amount of business was transacted, with a thoroughness 
and despatch that shows that body capable of doing real hard 
work when it sets about it in earnest. A resolution introduced 
at the first mentioned meeting is important as affecting the 
navigation of the Malacca Straits, being an appropriation of 
$40,000 for the erection of ao screw-pile lighthouse on the 
North Sands, in lieu of the present light-ship, on condition 
that it be found practicable within that sum. This matter 
has many times been suggested, but has now for the first time 
assumed a practical form, and will, it is to be hoped, be carried 
out, if feasible. The second meeting was mainly occupied in con- 
sidering and amending the various Bills before the Council, in 
Committee. At the last nceting no lessgthan seven ordinances 
passed their third reading, and became law,—four of them of 
great importance. The Bankruptcy and Debtora ordinances,— 
being the Acts of Parliament adapted to the Colony, with several 
alterations rendered necessary by local circumstances, — are 
perhaps the most important as affecting the mercantile in- 
terests ; but the “Contagious Diseases” and “Criminal Justice ” 
ordinances are likely to exert a very considerable influence upon 
the morality of the community. The other three ordinances passed 
were—one for better securing Crown debts, one amending the Po- 
lice Act, and the Supply Bill, No. 2, appropriating some 35,000 
more to the public service for the next year. In addition 
to these seven ordinances, a Bill was introduced by the At- 
torney -General concerning Marine Courts of Inquiry, effect- 
ing a much needed improvement in teir composition, which 
passed its first and second reading ; a Bill amending the hackney 
carriage ordinance, empowering the Registrar to cancel licences 
on continued neglect to repair the carriages ; and the balance of 
the meeting was occupied by the Council in committee on a Bill 
for regulating pawn-shops. ‘The orders for the next mecting, 
fixed for the 9th Dec., were limited to the third reading of the 
three Bills just mentioned, which will, we suppose, close the busi- 
ness of the session. H.E. the Governor intended leaving for Pe- 
nang on the 10th Dec. 

The followings items are from the same paper :— 


Tne discontinuance of the fortnightly service hy the Mcssage- 
ries steamers is a matter for general regret. Some amends, how- 
ever, are made, so far as regards the carrying of freight, by the 
fortnightly service about to be undertaken between England and 
China via the Suez Canal, by the Ocean Steamship Company,— 
an enterprise likely to meet with great favour at ail poets of call 
of the steamers. 

From Saigon we learn that the last of the Germans have left 
the place. Some nine German merchants and assistants took pas- 
sage in the steamer United Service for Hong Kong, but she was 
obliged to put back through stress of weather. The return of the 
steamer with the deported ones was telegraphed up to the port 
from Cape St. James, and we are informed that a message was sent 
back by the Governor to the effect that the steamer was at liberty 
to come up, but that if any of the Germans landed they would be 
treated as spies. Consequently, they were obliged to remain eight 


days on board the steamer, until she completed her repairs and 
was able to resume her voyage. 


At the election of a Municipal Commissioner to fill the place of 
A. T. Carmichael, Esq., at present in Europe, whose term has 
expired, though the result of the balloting has not been offi- 
cially announced, we belicve the choice to have fallen upon R. I. 
Harper, Esq. 

The arrivals from Europe, via the Suez Canal, have been the 
Una on the 22nd, the Achilles on the 24th, and the Bengal on the 
26th Nov. The departures for home have been the Er! King on 
the 29th ult., the Waverley on the 7th inst., the L/ibernia on the 
5th ; the Alonso and Diomed will leave in a day or two. The 
Waverley is the pioncer merchant steamer from Manila for Eng- 
land, via the Canal, and will probably be followed by many others. 

An affray occurred on the 17th November on board Messrs. 
Buyer and Robb’s little steamer Aate, bound for Dellie with 
seventy-three coolies. The coolies mutined, but the determina- 
tion of Mr. Robb, who singled out the ringleader and threatened 
to shoot him, restored order. 

_We are informed that the Right Rev. Dr. Chambers will visit 
Singapore by the next trip of the /oyalist steamer. During his 
visit St. Andrew's Church will be converted into the cathedral of 
the diocese ; the installation of his Lordship will, we believe, take 
place either on the 18th or 81st December. Penang and Malacca 
Will, we understand, likewise receive a visit from hig Lordship.

IMPORTS. 


YoxoHamMa.—The market continued to present the dull appearance 
lately noticed. Grey Shirtings were in heavy stock, and wholly without 
enquiry. There had been some slight speculative demand for Cotton 
Yarn in the earlier part of the interval, but it had ceased to be mani- 
fested, and an advance, which it had created, was lost before the depar- 
ture of the mail. Woollens had been entirely without movement, 
Quotations were unchanged, but must be taken as wholly nominal. 

HaNKow.—The market had been far from active during the fort-

Hone Kona.—There was no new feature to notice in the market ;

The 
market has thus reached a pitch of dulness that almost amounted to 
complete stagnation, and were it not for the activity of Yarnmen, who 
were going about in the hope of picking up parcels at cheap rates in 
order to lower the average cost of their high priced stocks, hardly any- 
thing was doing. The great fall in the value of Yarn was causing severe 
losses to dealers, and intinite trouble to importers, The period was fast 
approaching when buyers would be restricted to purchising ouly for 
their immediate wants until the occurrence of the China New Year, and 
although exchange remained very low, most holders adhered to the 
policy of making sales whenever possible.

18.00 per 
picul. Settlements for the fortnight—2,838 chests, and 220 half-chests 
shipped by Chinese. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: Transactions had not been extensive, and had 
been principally confined to Shuntaam produce. Prices of the latter 
showed little alteration, those of parcels possessing a shade of flavour 
were fully as high as those previously current, and, quality considered, 
showed a very considerable advance on the quotations existing for such 
kinds two months back. Arrivals from the river ports had been small, 
and tho stock on offer was not large. The extent of further supplics 
was still uncertain, and would be entirely regulated by the course of 
this market. Settlements for the fortnight, 11,000 chests; re- 
shipments on owners’ account, 3,700 chests. Stock, 39 chops, or 
12,100 packages. Quotations (duty paid, exchange for credits, six 
months’ sight, 59.

18} 
to 194. Green: A moderate business had been done; settlements 
amounted to 30,000 half-chests for the fortnight. Prices of good me- 
dium and fine Teas continued firm, as there were very few on offer ; 
medium Moyunes had been sold at rather easicr rates, but good com- 
mon Fychows were slightly firmer, as considerable purchases of these 
grades had been made. Quotations:—Cummon to fair Fychows and 
Moyunes, Tls. 25 to 35 ; medium to finest Moyunes and Teenkais, Tis. 
37] to 46. Settlements for the fortnight, 30,036 half-chests ; reship- 
ments on owners’ account, 1,556 hali-chests. Stock, 158 chops, or 
68,850 packages of Fychow, Moyune, and Teenkai Teas ; stock, 9 chops, 
or 4,510 packages of Pingsuey and Shanghai-packed Teas. 

FoocHow.—Congous had been moderately dealt in, settlements to 
the extent of 20,058 chests having been effected. Prices of these teas 
were nominally unchanged, but the tendency was downwards. In re- 
lation to the total supply of Congou the opinion was generally enter- 
tained that it would be compassed in 580,000 to 590,000 chests, 
Inquiry for Souchongs had been limited. About 1,200 packages of 
good cargo Oolongs had been taken at Tis. 22.8 to 23.8 f.0.b., which it 
was thought were intended for the English market. Operators who 
would buy for America were still unable to purchase, as priccs de- 
manded by holders were above their ideas. ‘The stock of Oolong com- 
prised 122,832 half-cheste. 

AMoy.—A good business had been done in Oolongs, and about 
12,000 packages had found buyers. Common grades had been chiefly 
dealt in, prices for which description had ruled about $1 per picul 
lower, though at the close the market was firmer, and this decline 
could not be quoted. The few parcels of fine Teas that were on offer 
had been taken at extreme figures for the London market. The scason 
in the country was said to have closed, and further receipts were ex- 

ted to be small; the stock was a little over 6,00" half-chcsts. The 
elle had sailed for New York, and the British barque Chalgrove was 
loading for the same destination at £2 10s. per ton of forty cubic fect. 
’ CaAnNToN.—There had been a moderate business in progress during 
the fortnight in Scented Teas at about last quotations, but the stock on 
offer was principally composcd of undesirable parcels. This fact has 
probably had some effect in limiting the business which would other- 
wise have followed upon the favourable results of the first shipments 
by sailing vesscls. In Canton-made Green Teas no transactions are 
reported. One small chop of Country Congous had been taken at a 
price which showed no alteration on previous settlements. The stock 
was estimated at 17 chops or 4,645 chests Country Congous, 1,000 
boxes Canton District Congous, 14,000 boxes Scented Orange Pekoe, 
15,000 boxes Scented Caper, 15,000 boxes Gunpowder, 1,000 boxes 
Imperial, and 3,000 box:s Young Hyson. 


SILK. 

YoxouamA.—The business of the interval had becn very small, the 
settlements being only 40 bales Maibash and Sinchu at $750 to 800 for 
best and $650 to 700 per picul for medium quality. The natives were 
firm holders in the expectation of an advance in prices. The stock was 
about 2,500 bales. Small settlements of silkworms eggs were reported 
at ratcs showing a declining tendency. 

SHANGHAI.—Messrs. C. J. Skeggs ond Co. report as follows :—Im- 
mediately after the departure of the last English mail buying -com- 
menced for America, which was quickly followed up by some purchases 
for the English markct, and before the French mail left about 400 bales 
had been settled. Since then purchazing has become gencral, the news 
of the armistice, coupled with the low rate of exchange inducing many 
to opcrate, until settlements have now reached 1,500 bales for the fort- 
night. Prices remain much the same as last quoted, although dealers 
on the strength of the news are trying to force them up. ‘The follew- 
ing are a few of the purchases :—“' Tah Hu” Chang ling chop, Tis.

THE SHANGHAI LETTER TO THE LONDON 
COMMITTEE. 

ALtHouGH we fully appreciate and sympathise with the 
apprehension expressed by the Shanghai Chamber of Com- 
merce in the able and comprehensive letter to the London 
Committee of China merchants, published in our last issue, 
that the mission of Cauna How may be merely an attempt 
to induce the Governments of the West to enter into one- 
sided agreements by means of systematic misrepresentation, 
we cannot help regarding the negotiation which he is about 
to open in London as likely to lead to important benefits, 
unless our. Foreign. office shonld neglect the opportunities it 
affords. We cannot believe that they will be neglected on 
the present occasion, because, if so, the Foreign-office could 
not plead the excuse of ignorance or inexperience on the sub- 
jects involved. “ Forewarned is forearmed.” The Loudon 
Committee has furnished Lord Granvitte with a mass of 
information which can neither be ignored nor passed over 
with contempt. The outrage, which is the proximate 
cause of Cuuna How's mission, is still fresh in the mind of 
the country at large, and London seems to ‘us to be the 
best place where the negotiations, growing out of the repre- 
‘ sentations of the foreign merchants in China, can be con- 
ducted. London is a great Power; it acts by its weight. It 
is irresistible when tet in. motion, but it must receive its 
impulee from without. The Auti-Slavery Association, the 
Political Unions, the Anti-Corn Law League, every great com- 
bined political operation, bad its origin and most influential 
aphere of action out of London, and yet none of them effected 
anything until it set London in motion. In the present case 
the necessary impulse has been given by the Shanghai and 
other Chambers of Commerce ; and it only remains for the 
London Committee to be true to themselves, and for the 
Chinese Chambers to continue their support to them, to 
keep the justice of their demands steadily before the Go- 
vernment, so that the Foreign-office at home may not be 
hoodwinked by Eastern duplicity or put off with Eastern 
aasurances, as some of its representatives in China have Leen. 

In ‘international questions more than any other we feel 
the wantof a uniform and steady application of the great 
principle of BentHam as a test of the value of maxims and 
measures, Sometimes, when at a Joss for an argument, a 
public man may make an allusion to the principle, but it is 
neglected and disregarded the moment the emergency is 
over. It has so frequently of late had mouth-homage, 
‘at least, paid to it by public men, of all shades of poli- 
tical opinions, that we may feel warranted in assuming it 
as generally admitted that the best rule of action for those 
who conduct the negotiations of one State with another is the 
greatest possible happiness of all the human beings concerned. 
This “greatest happiness” principle is only to be secured 
between distant nations by the formation of wise and just 
treaties, and by requiring the strictest observance of them. 
The first necessity to this end is that all nations should, in the 
firat instance, transact their public business through the me- 
dium of the Government. They must do this, were it from no 
other consideration than their own security ; for the Govern- 
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ment alone has the power to make the body-corporate it 
represents fulfil the engagements contracted in its name. 
Mutual responsibility is the first condition of mutual inde- 
pendent intercourse ; and therefore every independent nation 
is entitled to demand, from every other, protection in person 
and property to all its citizens, resident within the territory of 
the latter, so long as they conform toitslaws. Our third pro- 
position is a corollary from the preceding. It isthat, as seourity 
to person and property is all that laws and tribunals can do to 
promote the happiness of man, such laws—z.ec., Treaties— 
should never be permitted to be violated without being re- 
placed by new treaties giving greater seourity than before. 
All the rest must be worked out by every man for himself ; 
but, as, without such security, all foreign trade must neces- 
sarily be abandoned by prudent and responsible men, and so 
fall into the hands of lawless adventurers (since trade once 
opened can never be stopped or done without), it follows that 
the true object of all renewed or revised treaties should be 
the encouragement of the legitimate trader by every under- 
standing and precaution that can conduce to his safety and 
the freedom of commercial enterprise. 

This, we know, is all that the Shanghai Chamber and the 
London Committee demand ; and we beg our readers to 
pardon us for repeating principles so trite and so universally 
recognised that we could even quote them from our political 
opponents, because of the manifest tendency of such doc- 
trines to diminish the frequency of wars, and pave the way 
to their utter cessation. To palter with the present ques- 
tion—to entertain any casuistries such as the Shanghai 
Chamber apprehends that Cauna How may amuse our 
Foreign-office with—to temporise concerning our future 
policy, or to attempt to conceal our olear perception of the 
double dealing of the Chinese Government, and the inflamed 
prejudice of their people—could lead to no other consequence 
than the war which it is the mission of Cauna How to avert. 
Public opinion demands no more than the complete restora- 
tion of British prestige in China ; but it will be satisfied with 
nothing less ; and this, if our Foreign-office is true to itself, 
it will have no great difficulty in securing. 


How much longer is the atrocious coolie trade to be per- 
mitted to be carried on? We have for years exposed the 
cruelties to which coolies for Cullao and Havana are exposed, 
and we have now two more striking instances of the evils of 
the systen in the narrative from Batavia uf the burning of 
the Peruvian ship Uncawah, and in accounts from Honolulu, 
describing the pandemonium on board another Peruvian 
coolie ship, the Dolores Ugarte. It is satisfactory to be 
assured that none of our countrymen are implicated in the 
present hateful traffic; but the consequences of it are not 
only shocking in a humanitarian point of view, but injurious 
to the prestige of all Europeans alike. 


Tue Submarine line from Madras to Singapore and Bata- 
via being reported as in working order, the Company have 
issued a notice that messages can now be forwarded, the rates 
being—for Penang, £4 48.; for Singapore, £5 ; for Batavia, 
£6 23. Messages were received on the 4th from Singapore 
in twelve hours, and on the 5th a message announced that a 
conspiracy had been discovered amongst the Swiss soldiers iu 
Java, but our advices from Holland state that this is untrue. 


WE lately noticed the working of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany and the probability of the line being increased from a 
monthly to a fortnightly service. The Company have des- 
patched the Arizona, one of their steamers, from New York 
to China, via Suez Canal, in order to strengthen their fleet 
in the China and Japan Seas, No decision has, however, 
been arrived at as to the fortnightly subsidy by the Govern- 
ment of the United States. . 


In addition to the particulars we have already given of the 
shipments of railway material for Japan, we have to notice 
that the Prince Alfred will in all probability take out four 
of the eight locomotives contracted for by Mr. Lay. There 
is no truth in the statement that a New Loan will shortly be 
announced, and its origin must be traced to Scock Exchange 
influences, as the present Loan stands at £102.

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THE MAIL SERVICE. 

WE regret to notice that the Italian Railway Companies 
are not giving the facilities for the transit of the mails which 
were promised. Since they have practically a monopoly, and 
have not to thank us, but the war, for the adoption of the 
route, we suppose they are now going to take it easy. With 
the last inward mail the train from Bologna was simply 
luggage or slow train, instead of a special, and this in- 
volved a delay of some twelve hours, in spite of the re- 
monstrances of the official in charge of the mails. We 
have been requested by several subscribers to supply the 
time-table from London to Brindisi, but we find that after 
Cologne the trains are more or less subject to detention, and 
no fixed or approximate time can be given. Even the route 
itself through Germany to the Brenner Pass is not always 
the same. Trains leave London twice daily for Dover, 
Ostend, and Cologne, viz., at 7 a.M., arriving at 10.55 p.m. ; 
and at 8.45 p.M., arriving at Cologne next day at 4 P.m. 
The mails generally get through to Brindisi in three to three 
and a half days, but that is with the aid of “specials,” and 
passengers should not. allow less than five days from London 
to Brindisi. 
THE OPIUM TRADE IN JAVA. 

Tue Java papers received by the last mail contain any- 
thing but agreeable news. Indeed, the Bataviaasch Handels- 
blad expresses such dismay that we can well conceive that 
its conclusions must have made a very painful impression- in 
Holland. The state of the Dutch colonies in the Far East 
must be most deplorable when even Mr. KEucHENtus is 
compelled to say that the relations between Holland and 
Java are to be compared to two locomotives running at 
full speed on the same line towards each other. This simile 
may certainly be regarded as exaggerated, but matters are so 
bad in Java that people are easily induced to exaggerate. 
Not only has the course pursued by the Government in Hol- 
land caused a bad impression, but the policy of the Governor- 
General, Mr. Myer, has met with general disapproval. Mr. 
Myer has decreed that trade in opium is to be permitted on 
the west coast of Sumatra. A few months since he applied 
this mensure to those districts of Java where some years ago 
it was forbidden by the then Governor-General, Mr. SLozt 
VAN DE BEELF, to sell and to store opium, on the ground 
that the native population had become demoralised by the 
use of that drug. And further, we read in the latest Java 
papers that he is about to issue other decrees in order 
to throw open the trade in opium—and that an opinion 
prevails that there will be an abrogation of all restrictive 
measures regarding this trade. What is the meaning of 
this? It is well-known that Mr. Myer is convinced that 
the use of opium is most pernicious to the native population. 
In 1866 he, himself, declared that it was necessary to take 
such measures a8 should ensure the use of the drug gradu- 
ally diminishing. His latest acts are contrary to these ex- 
pressed convictions, and it is believed in Java that he has 
heen compelled by the late Dutch Colonial Minister, Mr. pz 
Waat, to promulgate these decrees. We are informed 
that this is not the case, but, if the opinion is ocrrect, 
the tendency of the measures would be still worse—be- 
cause they would imply that one of the principles of 
Dutch rule in Java is—the demoralisation of the natives. 
And of whatever shortcomings the Dutch Government may 
have been guilty, we cannot believe that it has come to 
this after showing for several years a desire to improve 
the condition of the Javanese. We are, therefore, not in- 
clined to put the responsibility wholly on the shoulders of 
the Dutch Government, though the Dutch Chambers are in 
& great measure answerable. They have checked so many 
measures, have compelled so many Ministers to resign, that 
confusion in Java has been but the natural consequence ; 
Dutch statesmen have talked year after year; it is now 
time for them to act. A Council for Java—there is not 
one politician who dares to bring forward the idea; the 
colonies duly represented in Parliament—every one feels that 
this is necessary, but no one dares to say as much. It 
is not only the opium decrees which have made such a 
painful impression ; it is suspected that the Java Govern- 
ment shrinks from giving full information of the true 
state of the colony. Why, for instance, does not the officia 
Java Courant speak one word about the troubles in the 
Borneo Settlement? Why did the Governor-General appoin,

= siete mssiOn Le CHUNG HOW. 

C) correspondent of The Times on this subject says :—I 
do not think that Chung How was an active instigator of the sineess 
in the same degree as the Prefect and Sub-Prefect, who have been 
banished to Manchooria, though it is impossible that he can havo 
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ignored their proceedings. Report says that they tried to enlist his 
sympathy, but that he declined to join them; and I suspect this re- 
presents the degree of his guilt. He knew what was brewing, was not 
disinclined that a demonstration should be made, but had no active 
share in the conspiracy. It is likely, even, that the dismay he showed 
on the day following the event was not altogether feigned. He pro- 
bably did not realise the demon which was being evoked until he saw 
the flames and the blood. But that he was cognisant of the growing 
excitement, and did not interfere either to prevent it or to suppress the 
riot, seems beyond doubt. Count de Rochehouart says curtly, in his 
official communicationof the Chinese proposals to the French Consul- 
General at Shanghai,—‘‘ The Chinese Government has, at my request, 
sent his Excellency Chung How as Ambassador to France to explain 
his conduct, et la faire agréers’tl le peut.” 

It is a pity that the first high Mandarin who leaves China for the 
West should depart under this grave imputation, for Chung How’s rank 
and official position are all that could be desired. Pin, who went home 
with Mr. Hart, was a simple clerk in the Foreign-office. The Man- 
darins who accompanied Mr. Burlingame were little better, and had 
no position or reputation. Chung How is really a Mandarin of first- 
class standing. He is a blood connection of the Imperial family, 
holds high rank and station, and has a reputation for good ability. 
Were he free from the taint of connection with the Tientsin outrage, 
his visit to the West would have been in every respect welcome and 
fitting. But, in that case, he would not have gone. The motive of 
his present visit is to clear himeclf; to reduce, of course, as much as 
possible the importance of the massacre, und to lay before the French 
Government the terms of reparation offered. It is hoped here that he 
will not be received, and that the terms will be rejected ag inadequate, 
without the execution of the Tientsin Mandarins. 





















































Breech Loapina [v. Mozzitz-Loaprxe Guys.—Captain Sherard 
Osborn has written to the newspapers saying he has learned with 
astonishment the decision ofa military committee, that muzzle-loading 
guns are to be the weapons of the future for the Royal fleet. He protests 
against the conclusion that a muzzle-loading gun is better for naval 
purposes than a breech-loader, if it can be properly constructed. He 
adds :—We have waited long ; why not wait a little longer, and let us 
hear what is the result of the practical teat breech-loading guns are 
being put to in German and French hands, before Strasburg and 
Belfort, as well ag in the forts engirdling Paris? The Prussians, since 
1848, never made a mistake in needle and breech-loading muskets, 
and have thereby kept the lead of all European military Powers. 
They are testing Krupp’s breech-loaders in a way no Dartmoor ex- 
periments can compare with. The French are so impressed with the 
superiority of their system, that they are adopting breech-loaders for 
all field purposes. 

Tue West Hartlepool Navigation Company's screw steamer Gitana, 
Captain Bulman, has returned to West Hartlepool, after an unsnccess- 
fal attempt to enter the Elbe. The @itana sailed last week with a 
large and valuable cargo, of miscellancous goods, intended for’ Ham- 
burg. When she arrived in the Elbe she found the harbour was com- 
pletely blocked up, and secing no chance of reaching Hamburg within 
a reasonable period, Captain Bulman thought it prudent to return. 
No more steamers will leave for Hamburg until a telegram is received 
announcing a diminution of the ice in the Elbe. 


THE steamer Atalanta, which put into Lisbon with troops for Cey- 
lon, left again on the 4th inst. The Silver Eagle, for Japan, leaves the 
docks to-day, and will call at Plymouth to embark the detachment of 
1st batt. 10th Regt. 


Lieut. the Hon. F. G. Crofton, whose appointment to the command 
of the Algerine was reported in our last issue, proceeds to China by 
the P. and 0. steamer leaving Southampton on the 21st inst. 


At the meeting of the Asiatic Society on the 2nd, an account was 
read of the Tiwa, or funeral feast, of the yaks, translated from the 
Dutch of Captain Ullmann by Sir John Bowring.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

The new year has brought us a Ministry. It is most incredible, but 
nevertheless, I believe, a fact, that Mr. Thorbecke has accepted the 
pees of the Home Department, Mr. van Bosse that of the colonies, 

aron Gericke that of Foreign Affairs, Mr. Meerbeke that of Justice, 
whilst Mr. van Mulken continues in his present office. Of course it 
will create the greatest astonishment if Mr. van Bosse should become 
Minister of the Colonies. How is it possible? “ Well,” says Uijlens- 
piegel—our Punch—“ he does not know anything about it, but he 
has two sons in India who can ‘coach ” their father. 

The First Chamber has dealt in great haste with the credit laws. In 
two hours all the Budgets were carried ; only two members voted 
against that of Justice, and but one against that of Finance. Some 
members asked about the Ministerial crisis, but Mr. van Bosse de- 
clared that he could not give any information. The discussions had 
no interest at all. The debate ended with Mr. Schimmelpenninck 
praising Mr. van Mulken, the Minister of War. This strangely con- 
trasts with the attacks to which he is every day subjected in our papers. 

The political news is very scanty. As I said in my last, it becomes 
more and more probable that the Luxemburg question will be settled 
peacefully. The opinion still prevails that our King will transfer his 
Fh po Grand Duke either to his brother, Prince Honry, or some 
ot 


er German Prinoe. People here are strongly in favour of our aban- 
doning the union. 








Multatuli, the author of ‘‘ Max Havelaar,” published some days ago 
& pamphlet entitled “ Free Labour in India Once More.” The author, 
who once was thought to be the most liberal amongst Liberals with re- 
gard to India, now writes this little book to demonstrate that it is not 
desirable that the Javanese should receive liberty to work for private 
industry, and that it is necessary to maintain—to preserve our authority 
in India—the culture system, and that private industry should only exist 
under and through that authority. Notwithstanding this may sound 
very strange, the pamphlet contains many an interesting page, which 
will be read with great pleasure by all interested in the question. 

From Arnhem I hear that amongst the French prisoners in the 
neighbouring German town a plot has been organised. Thousands of 
the French were already provided with arms, when the Prussian autho- 
rities discovered the conspiracy.

Our leading articles of producecon- 
tinue, however, to look healthy, and prices are upon the whole firmly 
supported. 

' Corrzg.—An active demand has continued to prevail for the article 
at fall prices, notwithstanding the difficulties with which the export is 
attended through want of means of conveyance. A fair business has 
been doing, taking into consideration the season of the year and the 
reservedness of holders. The deliveries of the ceeding Company 
amounted during last month to 85,927 bales. Good Mala is now 
quoted 35c. 

Raw Suaar.—The market continues to exhibit great firmness, and 
about 20,000 peculs floating have changed hands in the proportion of 
f.1 to f.1} below November for yellow, and of f.} to f.2 below that sale 
for white, whilst holders in general ask higher prices. 

Tza.—Continues in a firm position, with scarcely anything doing. 

Ricz.—Continues to be neglected, and prices are upon the whole 
hardly better than nominal. 

Trv.—A firm tone has prevailed for this article since my last. Banca 
sold at f.754 to f.77 for public sales prompt, and at f.75 to f.75} ex the 
coming spring sales. 

Topacoo.—Sales have been closed by secret tender of 784 bales Java, 
head mark Blarcum ; 297 bales, head mark Temeloes& J. v. B. ; 1,058 
bales, head mark Kebon Aroem ; 528 bales, head mark Wedie ; 20 bales, 
head mark J. V.B.; 78 bales Sumatra, head mark Delimy ; 1,155 bales 
Java M.; 149 bales do.
